We Lean of no new assault upon Vicksburg. 
The clty must be taken by reduction and gradual 
Approach, and theroupon by aseault, when the eneiny 
hos been wanted by the comparatively slow fever of 
siege, Gen. Grant, we aro assured, {8 using every 
menng, with carnestness and expedition, to compel 
Aeurrender or open the way to suceceoful assault, 
The lego will not be a long one; Grant 1s belog 
amply reinforced, and his army is fully capable of 
the work before it, and able to guard its rear. 
‘There are sufficient forces, nlzo, to meet Any move- 
ment which Johnston may make toward Memphis, 
fa susploion which we find reiterated in the news. 
General Binir has gone with a considerable force up 
the Yazoo river, on n reconnolssance, and important 
news i expected from him. Rebel news from Rich- 
mond reports that, in the nssault on Vicksburg, 
Grant at onetime used cotton bales for movable 
breastworks, upon which Pemberton directed his 
largest guns, mowing down whole platoons of th 
natfonal troops. By the gunboat neanults of Porter, 
the rebels report a loss of reventy men drowned in 
the sinking of a ateamer. Confidence In Pemberton 
is reatored by his refuanl to surrender. 

Tne atorming of Port Hudson by the army of Gen 
Banks must now have parallel Sntorest ang import- 
nce with+tho assault and slege of Vicksburg. Gen, 
Banke has gained a partial succese, with a terrible 
loss of life to his adversary's and his own forces, 
The attack on Port Hudson commenced on the 27th, 
after the positfon had been closely Invested by Gene- 
rals Weltzel, Emory, Augur, Grover, Sherman, and 
Amold—tho Inst commanding tho artillery—the 
Whole under the command anil in presence of Gen, 
Banks, The position, one of the strongéat in 
tho world, and desperately defended, has been par- 
tinlly conquered by the extraoniinary perseverance 
and daring of the national forces, in the f 
of sppalliog danger; its fall was momentarily 
expected ; and General Backa. had expressed 
his earneat determination to gain it, and gain it 
apeedily, however severe the trial, The incidents 
of the battle are rich in record of united and indi- 
vidual bravery. The enthusiasm of the notional 
soldtera fe described ae wonderful, and their daring 
ad resolution magnificent, The fierce valor of a 
negro regiment, which lost elx hundred killed in a 
charge on tho.cnemy’s works, is forever slgaallzed 
by thie battle, which has been, doubtless, one ot the 
most desperately-contested actions of the war. A 
number of batteries were carried, Gen. Sherman 
waa wounded, and brigade commanders Chapin and 
Nickerson belleved to be killed. We have also an ac 
count of the herole and affecting death of Colonel 
Cowles. The garrison of Port Hudson compre- 
hended about 12,000, which, according to rebel papers, 
had been reinforced by Kirby Smith, Our lozecs 20 
far will amount to between two and four thousand—

Ture vague rumor of the reorossing of the Rappa- 
hannock by Hooker's army, which formed the tople 
nturday, bis resolved into the more moderate 
but important fact that a reconnolasance fa force, 
by the 2d division 6th Army Corps, was mado 
jacrogo the riveron the noon of the Gth instant, at 
what fa known as Franklin’s crossing, pest Deep 
Run. Thecrosslog was resisted by the rebel eharp-

By 
dark the reconndlaennce reached the Bowlug Green 
road. The crossing was a surprise, During the 
night Leo sent back two corps, with General Long- 
atrect, to roinforco his position {n front.

southward, The reconnoleeance has been aucccss- 
ful {n ascertaining the locality of the enemy's forces.

Rear Admiral Lee has forwarded to the Navy 
Department a reportof Lieut. Commanding Gituis, 
giving the details of the joint expedition of the 
army and naval forces up the Mattapony river. 
Ite main object was to destroy a foundry, st a point 
ten milea above Walkerton, at which place {t was 
sald ordnance matter was manufactured for the ene- 
my. With thle purpose, a body of four hundred in« 
fantry embarked at Yorktown, on the {th of June, 
abontd,the United Statea steamer Commodore M 
ris, Ligut. Commanding Gittis, and United Statea 
steamer Commodore Jones, Liout, Commandin, 
Mitcnent, the army gunboat Smith Brigcs, 
and the transport Winnleetmet. The expedition 
proceeded to Walkerton, about twenty miles above 
West Point, on the Mattapony river, where it ar 
rived at2 o'clock in the morning of the 6th. Tho 
troopa were landed there, and marched to Aylett’s 
Station, where the objeots of the expedition were 
succeasfully accompllahed, and the foundry, with 
all ita machinery, together with the mill, 
destroyed. 

‘The land forces also deatroyed a quantity of grain 
at other places, and captured a number of horees, 
mules, and cattle. At 6s o'clock they re-mbarked 
‘The vigilant dispositions of Licutenant Commander 
Gituis kept the river below clear, and the rebele, 
who attempted to make Jemonstrations at several 
points on the boats, were dispersed by the gunboats. 
The navy met with no casualtica on the expedition 

Admiral Lee ia of the opinion that the entire suc- 
cena of the expedition was owing in a grent measure 

r evacuation of West Point only five days 
before, thua precluding te probability of any move- 
ment In that direction, and throwing the enemy off 
his guard. 

The United States steamer Sunflower, Acting 
Master Epwanp VAN Sttox, on the dist, captured 
the schooner Echo, in the Guifof Mexico. She was 
Inden with 185 bales of cotton, and purported to be 
from Matamoras; but having no invoice and her 
passcager het not corresponding with the actual 
number on board, she was sent to Key Weat.

RECONNOISSANOE IN FOROE AOROSS THE 
RAPPAHANNOCK, 

WAsuinoron, Tune 6.—[Speclal fo Nes York 
Heratd,|—The Second division of the 6th Army 
Corps crosscil the Rappahannock at noon yesterday, 
on pontoon bridges Intd by a detachment of the en- 
gincer corps, The object was n reconnolssance in 
foreo to ascertain the motives and position of the 
enemy, 

‘The rebel sharpshooters made some opposition to 
the plncing of the pontoons, but thie was quickly 
overcome, although We loat one or two men in the 
operntio 

After the division had crossed there was conalde- 
rable skirmishing, and the rifle pits occupied by the 
rebel riflemen were finally earticd, and some thirty 
or forty prixoners enptured, 

Among the killed was Capt. Cro 
York, 

The rebels still hold Frederickeburg, Gen. Long- 
atrect fo there, nnd shows a atrong front at the up» 
ber fords of the Rappahannock. It {a bolleved that 
a large part of the rebel force hav gone in the dires- 
tlon of Gordonaville, but with what Intention can 
only bo surmised. Our army fo in good spirite, and. 
ready for a move at an hour’ notice, 

(Epecial to tho New York Times. 

Yesterday at noon, very unexpectedly to every- 
body, the engincer brigade was ordered to the Ray- 
Pahannock with pontoon bridges, and ordered to 
proceed with the construction of two bridges acrosa 
the river at the point known as Franklih’s crossing, 
below the mouth of Deep run, and one mile below 
Frederickaburg. The batterica from the 6th Corps, 
under charge of Col. Tompking were Mkewlee or. 
dered to cover the engincera fa thelr work, and 
Howe's division of infantry wan ordered to the epot 
to support the engineera and push acroea as soon as 
the bridges were laid. 

The only rebel force vielble was a double line of 
ploketa, who lounged about very innocently, watch- 
ing our operstlous cloeely. About 5 o'elock the en- 
gineera commenced unloading the pontoons, where- 
upon the rebels popped into the ritle pits and began 
picking off our men, Our urtilery, twenty guns or 
more, Immediately opened with shell, nnd for two 
hours kept up n vigorous cannonade, with little ef 
fect, however, upon the sharpehooters. It beeame 
neccesary to storm the rifle pits, and at hnif pact slx 
O'clock the 26th New York, Col, Morricon, of Col. 
Grant’s brigade, was ordered into the boat, ‘They 
nt once pushed cross under a severe fire, and land- 
{ng on the opposite side, rushed upon the rilo pita 
With cheers, The rebels vacated and ran. Ourmen 
Inatantly deployed as skirmishers, and in a short 
time some of the 62d Florida were brought in as pri- 
soners, Other regiments of the Vermont brignde 
son followed In boats until nearly the whole of two 
brigades wero over. As soon as the firing ceased, 
the engineers began the work on the bridges, and at 
SP. M.had one completed, and the remainder of 
Howes’ division passed over. Our casualties were 
five killed and twenty-five wounded, 

Our forces advanced cautiously acrozs the plain, 
deploying skirmishers very handsomely, the right 
resting on Deep Run, and the left in the vicinity of 
the Bernard House. By dark they had reached the 
Bowltog Green road, and posted pickets for the 
night, well out towarda the foot of tho thmbered 
creata, in which the enemy haye thelr strong en= 
trenchmente, The revels were not discovered in 
force Inst night, though the prieoners stated that we 
should coon mect them, {f we kept on advancing. 

‘This morning enough has been ascertained, to 
locate thegreater portion of the enemy's force. 

We took nearly 100 prisoners, including one 
major, 

Our crossing took the enomy greatly by eurprise 
During thenight Gen. Leo marshed two corps back 
from the vicinity of Salem Church toa position in 
front of our lines. 

Gen. Longetrcet’s corps has reinforced the troops 
in Frederickaburg, and slept there Inet night. This 
morning they moved in a outherly direction, By 
this bold movement we have demonstrated to a 
certainty what beeame of the enemy, beaides diyin~ 
ing his purposes. 

Our men behaved most gallantly, cheering aa they 
croseed for the third time this historic river, The 
movement has thrilled the army with excitement 
and Impatience. 

RETURN OF KILPATRIOK’S OAVALRY. 

Juno 6.—Colonel Kilpatrick’s cavalry brigade nr- 
rived Inst evening, from Yorktown, via Urbana and 
tho Northern Neck. Since lesving Urbana they 
have gathered 600 horses and mules, 36 yehiclea; 
‘and 250 contrabande, of whom nll but 0 are valuable 
field handa, 

Mojor Stokes, of the 40th Virginia, Lieut. Wil- 
helm, of the Baltimore Light Artillery, and a nur- 
ber of the rebel Slganl Corps, were also taken pri- 
eoners, and brought here.

We know that 
he is docile, active, obedient, capable of 
continued and cflective Inbor, affectionate, 
shrewd, and apt. The position of a slave 
supposes the death or the cynvope of the 
man’s positive qualities, and when shyery 
extends from generntion to generation, 
through centuries, the creature becomes de- 
graded and brutalized, This result has not 
been-peculiar to the African slave, for we 
mow that, when the blue-eyed Saxons were 
bondmen, they were as torpid and degraded 
as the inhabitants of our tropical planta- 


tions. Wherever the negro has been 
given time’ and opportunity—in your 


Northern cities, for instance—he has be- 
come thrifty, intelligent, and peaceful; 
and if not the equal of the cultiyated 
and cherished white man, at least as far su- 
perior to his brethren in slayery, as the 
Anglo ou to many of the tribes of 
Europe, We-may uot expect to see the 
negro occupying the position that his 
admirers seem to anticipate, but we feel 
assured he will be a better, happier, and 
more useful man, To distiss the social 
‘aspect of the argument, ther a military 
reason why we should give the negro a 
fair trial. The race forms a considerab! 
portion of our people, and we should, as a 
mutter of prudence, make it eMicient. ‘This 
has been the policy of “England—n most 
selfish and exclusive nation. Proud of her 
own prowess, disposed to make the English 
character the type of human courage and 
Sagacity, she never enters into a war with- 


out using the savage and inferior races of 


her colonies ns soldiers. Mr. Kinglake, in 
his Drilliant, audacious, and occasionally 


grotesque History of the Crimea, dwells 


upon this policy in words which have great 
meaning to America, Speaking of Lord 
Raglan’s strange dislike to the rude and 
brave “Bashi-Bazouks,” Mr, Kinglake 
says: “It must be borne inmind that when 
an English Government undertakes to wage 
war in a country beyond the seas, without 
doing all it can to get soldierly aid from the 
natices, it does not merely neglect a slight 
or collateral advanta On the contrary, 
it throws away its power of acting with 
sufficient numbers, and is in danger of 
frittering away the nation’s strength 
upon those (often ill-fated) schemes 
which go by the name of expeditions. 

Without our Portuguese soldiers there 
would haye been no great Peninsula war— 
no successful invasion of France. Without 
the native aoldicry of Hindostan there woowld 
have been no British India." If England 
ean accept the Sepoy, America can accept 
the negro—the necessity and the opportu- 
nity are the same. In the Crimea, England 
suffered because Lord Raglan had a “pe 

dantic dislike of wild troops;” it may be 
that we have suffered from the same cause.

If the campaign in the Southwest were 
merely confined to the capture of Vicksburg, 
‘We should look upon it with impatience. In 
the general mind it is customary to confound 
the capture of a city and the triumph of con- 
tending men with the material triumph that 
is to be gained. For my own prt, when- 
ever I think of Vicksburg, it is but as the 
type of a contest which inyolyes the control 
of the whole Southwestern territory, and i, 
is not at all improbable that, before the end 
the army of Rosecrans will be actively co- 
- operating with General Grant. I belieye 
that Jefferson Davis made a prediction re- 
cently to the effect that the great battle of 
the war would be fought in the valley of the 
Yazoo, This, perhaps, was an apprehen- 
sive thought. There are so many interes! 
inyolyed in the Southwest that a Union yic- 

tory will have the eflect of dividing the Con- 

federacy. The splendid success of Banks, 

which establishes the military problem of 

the capacity of the negro as a soldier, and 
the calm, cautious, and persistent gene- 

ralship of Grant, will probably precipitate 

the very conflict which the President 
of the febel Confederacy predicted. It 
is our true policy to meet this issue of 

arms. Already the advance of Grant is pro- 
ucing on excellent effect in'Texas. By en- 
vironing Vicksburg he has lifted the yoke 

from the Texans, and already we hear of 

organized opposition to the rebel rulers, 

in the shape of a moyement to establish 

4 separate republic. ‘This may appear 
to be an opposition to Union as well as 

the rebellion, but it is really a half-way 

return to allegiance, for those who are 
now arraying the lone-star flag against 
the rebels will very soon replace it with 
our stars and stripes, Then we have the 
prospect of Louisiana returning to the Union 
as a free State, with the civil and political 
privileges of the other States, in the manner 
predicted by Mr. Seward in a conyersation 
with Lord Lyons as late as December. The 
thinly-settled State of Arkansas, which is 
little more than a territory, cannot resist the 
example of Louisiana, while regenerated 
Missouri on the north will complete the 
chain. The loss of this territory to the re 
bellion would be more than the mere separa- 
tion and estrangement of political communi- 
ties,—it would be the loss of vast cornfields 
and stock-raising districts, the d¢pot at Mata- 
moros, and the great resources of the West.

days, for the rebel Johnston is draining 
Mississippi ond Alabama to strengthen 
his armies; while there are indications 
that Bragg is being weakened for the same 
purpose.

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MODERN FIRE. WORSHIPPERS, 
In the Church of the Fly Sepulchre at 
Jerusalem, an extraordinary and painful 


last April. The circumstances are fully de 
tailed in the correspondence of the London 
Lines, which devotes more than two 
columns to the subject. The account, 
which is apparently written by a lady’s pen, 
is unusually graphic. It tells us.‘ that the 
Greek, the Armenian, the Latin, and the 
Coptic churches. possess the large pile of 
buildings which, under one roof, enclose the 
prison of our Lord, the Rock of Calvary, 
all the circumjacent ground, the cave con. 
taining the sepulchre in which our Lord 
| was laid, together with the garden where 
He appeared, after His resurrection, to His 
mother and Many Magpabenr, and the 
spot where the Gross was found by the Em- 
press HELena.”” In such a sacred spot the 
disciples of these various faiths assembled 
on the night of the tenth of April, in accord- 
ance with annfial custom, to unite in so- 
called religious exercises, and participate in 
the ceremonials connected with the descent 
and worship of the ‘‘ Holy Fire,"’ 

Perhaps the imagination pictures a church 
edifice, venerable alike in external appear- 
ance and associations, but preserved from 
any semblance of neglect or decay, im- 
posing in the antiquity and simplicity of its 
architecture, grand in its internal embel- 
shments, in rich paintings and mosaics, 
and in the other works of art, in which the 
vid imagination and religious feryor of 
the Enstern nations find their trie expres- 
sion, Perhaps it may be conceived that the 
audience assembled under such a roof were 
humble and devout worshippers, silent and 
in awe in contemplation of the scene, aud 
of the memories and traditions which such 
a scene would of necessity suggest. It may 
be supposed that decorum would at least 
prevail, and that the religious services, how- 
ever fervent or peculiar, would at any rate 
conform to the ordinary rules of propriety 
understood in all Christian countries, if not 
inherent in man’s nature. It is painful to 
haye to record that in no single feature 
did this celebration accord with our pre- 
conceived notions of decency, or with what 
are deemed to be the formal requirements 
of religious worship throughout the civilized 
world 

We are told in the Times that the roof of 
the church was rotten, the floors were wet 
and filthy, the atmosphere fetid and sicken- 
ing; that the five oy stx tmousand worshippers, 
Who had arranged to pass the night in the 
difice, and had proyided themselyes with 
sleeping accommodations, were compelled 
from lack of space “to walk upon each 
other's heads, sit upon cach other's knees, 
and lay upon each other wherever they could 
layat all.” Upon a solitary plank projecting 
from a niche in the wall, some height from 
the floor, a whole Greek family was.perch- 
ed. Pile together in indistinguisht ble 
masses were Russinns, Grecks, and Copts. 
Never was such a motley gathering seen; 
and but for the sanctity of the locality, and 
the evident sincerity and zeal of the parti- 
cipants, its ludicrous aspect must have been 
predominant and irresistible. The writer 
s: ‘It was the most noisy assemblage I 
ever was in. All who were not asleep were 
talking, or shrieking, or singing hymns, or 
quarreling with each other.” ‘After the 
rvices had commenced a Turkish colonel 
appented upon the ground, with a bull’s 
hide whip, with which he proceeded 
to clear a passage to the entrance way! 
The shrieks and oaths that followed are de- 
scribed as fearful; half-a-dozen fights en: red, 
‘and one unfortunate devotee was stabbed in 
the height of the religious méléc 
the circumstances attending the services'of 
Friday evening, Aprilthe 10th, in the Church 
of the Holy Sepulehre at Jerusalem, 

The events of the following day, on which 
the ‘Holy Fire" was received and_ wor- 
shipped, were, if possible, still mora ¢ 
traordinary, and discreditable to the intelli- 
gence of those concerned; and we 
forcibly reminded, as we read of them, that 
the world is still a world of folly, finaticism, 
and superstition, as it was in the Dark Ages. 
Literally, it was not a repetition ofthe w 
ship of the ancient Persians or M agians 
literally, these poor deluded creatures were 
not adherents of Zonoasrer's doctrine: 
And yet their rites were not, on this ac- 
count, less absurd or less reprehensible, 
After a grand pageant, the “Greek Pa. 
trinrch," followed by an Armeninn bishop, 
entered the ‘Angel's ante-room."’ In seven 
minutes the door was thrown open, and “an 
ardent devotee," in a white scull-cap, sprang 
out with a inost Unearthly yell, bearing in 
one band an enormous lighted flambeau 
This was the Holy Fire that the five thou 
sand people had staid all night in that 
noisome atmosphere, hot, and crushed, and 
bruised, to witness. Imprecations, bl 
phemy, dirt, and desolation—all were on. 
dured for the sake of secing a blazing torch; 
and no sooner was it seen than it was seized 
by the crowd and passed from hand to hand, 
until every torch in the church was lighted. 
Everybody wallowed in flame. ‘ Men bared 
their arms, and necks, and breasts, and bath- 
ed themselves all ove: Women washed 
their faces and arms in liquid flame, and 
passed it round their children till they 
shrieked. They said the fire would not 
hurt, though it would burn, That it would 
burn, was proved next day by a woman, 
| who produced her child to the authorities 
| with both its eyes out."” 

The extracts we haye given sufliciently 
indicate the repugnant character of this Ori- 
ental fanaticism, It may not be nn casy

ANEW MISSION FOR THE DEMO-

Mr. Frank W. Huenes, who was not 


chosen Senator—but who will be remem:
